Rocky Mountain High 


Last August, Kyle Duffy, Anthony 
Collamati, and Wendy Weldon were 
among hundreds of youths who em- 
barked on a unique trip. Although it 
cannot be called a vacation, it still 
stands out in the minds of those 
who participated as one of the best 
and most rewarding trips ever 
taken. Despite having to sleep on a 
hard floor, take cold showers, walk 
unbelievable distances, and eat hor- 
rible food, the trip was more than a 
vacation; it was a pilgrimage. 

Denver, Colorado had been se- 
lected as the 1993 site for World 
Youth Day, a global celebration 
held every other year which draws 
thousands of people from around 
the world. A new city is selected 
each time to host the papal visit 
and accommodate the inevitable 
sea of people who want to partici- 
pate in the activities surrounding it. 
Kyle Duffy and Anthony Collamati, 
along with 117 other people, trav- 
eled with a group from the Fall Riv- 
er Diocese. The majority of the 
group were teenagers, mostly ju- 
niors and seniors from around the 
diocese (places such as New Bed- 
ford, Dartmouth, Seekonk, and 
Freetown). Teachers, parents, 
priests, and parishioners were 
mixed into the group as well. All 
boarded a chartered airplane and 
departed on Tuesday, August 10, 
carrying necessities and a big take 
out order from Taco Bell. No one 
had any idea what awaited them. 
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The Pope was scheduled to arrive 
on Thursday, which gave us a few 
days to get to know Denver and 
take part in the other activities of 
World Youth Day. From the moment 
everyone arrived at the airport, they 
discovered that the whole city 
seemed to come to a halt in order 
to celebrate World Youth Day. Ev- 
erywhere one went, no matter what 
time of day or night, there were 
crowds of people walking, laughing, 
singing, and even dancing; the 
streets were constantly flooded with 
tides of people. These people 
spoke different languages, sang dif- 
ferent songs, and carried different 
flags, but they were all at Denver 
for the same reason. 

Unified under the same religion, 
everyone in Denver seemed to take 
on a joyful attitude. People would 
walk down the street and introduce 
themselves, exchanging a kind 
word and continue on to their desti- 
nation. Even though everyone did 
not speak the same lanquage, they 
were still able to communicate 
(sometimes through things such as 
the “Hoeky-Poeky” and “La Bam- 
ba’’). Youths from across the coun- 
try and around the world traded 
such things as pins, hats, and ban- 
danas to remember the people they 
had met. It was like a week long 
global party. 

The trip also proved to be a great 
spiritual experience. The sacrifices 
that were made, the people that 


were there, and the aura around the 
city itself caused everyone to expe- 
rience something which is hard to 
put into words. 

All of the different races and na- 
tionalities which were represented 
at World Youth Day became unified 
by the visit of one man, Pope John 
Paul II. The moment his helicopter 
landed at Mile HIgh Stadium, an 
overwhelming sense of ethnic and 
racial equality filled the air. All were 
unified under one God. There was a 
incredible feeling of peace and joy 
in that stadium and Cherry Creek 
Park to which all hiked and in which 
all slept in preparation for the next 
day’s mass. Although people froze 
that night and had to wait an hour 
in line for the bathroom, it was a 
fantastic time. Since everyone 
seemed happy to be there, the sac- 
rifices did not matter. Some people 
have referred to it as “Woodstock, 
but without the drugs”. 

This experience helped people to 
look at their own faith and the 
church in a new way. Through World 
Youth Day, the church celebrates 
not a single man, but the youth of 
the world. The youth are the future; 
without youth there is no church. It 
is the faith, the ideas, and the mo- 
tivation of young people which will 
dictate which path the church will 
follow in the years to come. This 
week in August helped that path 
lead to a brighter, better future.

As I continued to survey the 
freshman class, my gaze rested 
upon a friendly brunette named 
Shannon Maher. Not too many peo- 
ple can admit to having visited a 
foreign country, but she has lived in 
one. Having visited Paris, Rome, 
Holland, and even parts of Africa, 
one might say that she is well trav- 
elled. “It’s fun in history,’’ she ad- 
mitted, ‘when we're studying fa- 
mous places, and I can say that I’ve 
been there.” 

Between 1985 and 1986, Shan- 
non and her family lived in Saudi 
Arabia where her father taught sixth 
grade at the American Compound. 
Aside from the incredible tempera- 
ture difference, Saudi Arabia exhib- 
ited many other contrasts to Ameri- 
ca. For one, the sidewalks were 
made of marble instead of regular, 
old concrete. Also, the Saudis were 
very strict Moslems.

Priests were 
disguised as teachers and smug- 
gled into the country.

non’s First Communion certificate 
was written in Gaelic so that the 
customs agents would not decipher 
it. Being a Catholic was such a 
grave crime that, if caught, officials 
would chop off Mr. Maher's hand, 
and he and his family would be 
sent back to the U.S. immediately. 
“All differences put aside, I really 
liked it there. Everyone was really 
nice, and they made us feel really 
welcome,’’ Shannon said. 

My eyes settled for a final time on 
a pretty, smiling girl. Kate Wheeler 
travelled to Russia this past sum- 
mer, taking part in the American- 
Russian Youth Exchange Program. 
The Exchange Program was begun 
by Dwight Eisenhower to develop 
awareness between the two nations. 

Kate was chosen to be one of the 
16 young people from Massa- 
chusetts. She was chosen based on 
academics, teacher recommenda- 
tions, community leader recommen- 
dations, and an essay. This was an 
incredible accomplishment which 
gave Kate the opportunity to experi- 
ence another country. Kate will nev- 
er forget the difference in Russia’s 
culture from our own on her visit to 
youth camps in Zvenigurod, 
Yanoslaul, Ivanovo, Moscow and St. 
Petersburg. 

Every one of our freshmen has a 
special story to tell.
